When he arrived in America in 1909, 
Ole Lervick did not know a word of 
English, but he was no stranger to 
getting out timber. Near his native 
Kristiansund, on the west coast of Nor- 
way, he had grown up with ax and saw, 
and horses. Once he left Ellis Island he 
did not pause, like so many of his 
countrymen, in Minnesota, but headed 
straight from the New York dock to 
Stanwood, Washington, and so into a 
fir logging camp. It was bigger stuff 
than he had been used to, but Lervick 
quickly learned how to handle it. 

On their farm at Stanwood, the Ler- 
vick’s raised three sons. In 1921 Ole 
bought his first batch of timber, in the 
Stanwood Area, and also became owner 
of one of Washington Iron Works’ first 
double-drum yarders, which had serial 
number 460, and set out as a modest 
operator. He has been at it ever since, 
and is today one of the very few inde 
pendent or non-mill logging operators 
in his region. 

Of the three Lervick sons, Arthur is 
the office manager. Magnar runs the 
logging. Arne is in charge of one of the 
Lervick farms and The Twin City Foods, 
Inc., which is a frozen-food plant at 
Stanwood, in which Lervicks are heavily 
interested. Ole is also managing the 170- 
acre Snohomish farm and operates it 
on a share basis. Some 90 cows are 
milked daily on the Lervick farms. 
Much of the produce from the fields of 
vegetables are processed and packaged 
in the freezing plant at Stanwood. 

Ole has worked long and hard until 
his camp now employs from 60 to 80 
men, getting out some 150,000 feet of 
logs per day which are sold in the open 
market. Ole has always been first to rise 
and last to retire and spends long days 
managing his different enterprises very 
closely. In the near future Ole and his 
wife will take a long-earned vacation 
and fly back to his native Norway for 
a two-months visit with his and her 
relatives. 

The Lervicks logged on both Whidby 
and Guemes Islands, the latter near 
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OLE LERVicK ¢ conn 


Ole Lervick, who calls himself a bull cook, is the founder and operator of his 
own independent logging firm in Whatcom County, Washington. Besides this 
business, Ole also owns a successful frozen-food plant and several productive 
farms, all of which he has acquired in the 41 years since he arrived at Ellis Island 


from his native Norway 


Anacortes, and in Snohomish and What 
com Counties. Ole had one experience 
worthy of mention in Skagit County, 
when he purchased timber near Bay- 
view, logged and delivered logs to salt 
water and stored logs in Anacortes for 
six months, then delivered logs to 
Tacoma, and sold them for $7.00 per 
thousand feet—three days before the 
bank holiday in 1933. Lervick has 
logged near Saxon, Washington, in 
Whatcom County, for the past seven 
years and maintained an office in the 
Central Building, Everett. 

After almost thirty years of logging 
for the open market, a rare thing these 
days, Ole Lervick is convinced it is a 
good way to make a living. He believes 
the United States is what most Ameri- 
cans—cynics to the contrary—like to 
think it is, a free country still, and still 
a land of opportunity for either native 
or immigrant. 

Ole was ready and willing to tell me 
how his sons run the Lervick logging 
and farming and food-processing busi- 
nesses. But he was reluctant to say what 
he did himself. I insisted that he, Ole, 
must have some part in carrying on the 
affairs of the Lervick’s. He reflected 
upon the matter for a moment, then 
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said yes, that he did a considerable 
amount of bull cooking. It was the 
nearest to an answer I could get. Any- 
way, I knew I had met the most remark- 
able bull cook in my experience. 


Whether an operator logs for the open 
market or whether his full output 
goes to his own lumber mills, it is 
obvious that the wire rope he uses 
has an important bearing on his cost 
of doing business.

R. D. Merrill of Seattle, pioneer timber owner-logger and lumberman, has

varying according to thickness of 
the panel and adhesive used. With 
standard urea resin, two %4 inch 
panels are pressed at 240 degrees F 
for 642 minutes. 

Half the press load is laid up on 
each of two glue spreaders. Ten 
openings of the press are loaded 
from one, ten from the other side 
of the press (loading all 20 openings 
from one side would be too slow and 
cause pre-curing of the glue before 
the press is closed) 

After pressing, the plywood is 
ripped and trimmed to size, then 
the panels are sanded on three drum 
sanders and are ready for shipment. 

The daily supply of 50,000 FBM 
of logs is converted into about 
100,000 sq. ft. of % inch plywood, 
the actual yield depending on such 
factors as sizes and grades required 
The thinner plywood (% inch, 3/16 
inch and ™% inch) is largely used 
for wall paneling while the thicker 
(%% inch to % inch) panels are used 
as cupboard doors, table tops and 
other furniture and general uses.

Lumber Company Has

used to be universally practised in 
the larger organizations but which 
has fallen into comparative disuse 
n recent years is pattern-making 
a job which nowadays is usually 
left to well-equipped factories spe- 
cializing in the manufacture of log- 
ging equipment 

However, one company that still 
makes some of its own patterns is

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ARKANSAS MILL MODERNIZES SO AS TO GET 
MORE AND BETTER LUMBER FROM THE LOG 


Located in the fast-growing Ar- 
kansas pine belt, the Farm Bureau 
Lumber Corporation operates a saw- 
mill for an assured market—the 
patrons of the Indiana Farm Bureau 
Coop. Assn. Inc. Its cutting is all 


“to order” and since its market is

the farm trade the production runs 
high in 6-inch stock. 

Recently the mill, at Benton, Ark., 
entered into a modernization pro- 
gram the object of which was to 
obtain a greater yield from the log, 
a better quality of product, and an 


increased labor efficiency by me- 
chanical aid. The mill produces from 
40 M to 50 M feet per day, depend- 
ing upon the logs, and would occupy 
a higher production bracket were it 
not tied to the large 6-inch stock. 

In the sawmill, the company re- 
placed its old circular headrig with 
a new 6-foot Wheland No. 45 band 
saw. This went into production in 
October last. Back of the head-rig, 
Link-Belt equipment went into a 
conveyor arrangement by which the 
slabs and lumber from the head-rig 
can be circulated through a hori- 
zontal re-saw, a rebuilt Diamond 
Iron Works unit 


Early operation of the head-rig 
prior to completion of the re-saw 
resulted in some increased overrun, 
from 12 to 15 percent being indi- 
As an 
adjunct to the new head-rig, the 
mill provided a filing room measur- 
ing 26 by 40 feet, and in it placed a 
new Armstrong band saw sharpener

After the lumber goes through the 
head-rig and horizontal re-saw it 
passes through a Wheland edger and 
then goes to a newly installed Whe- 
land Model 47 air-operated auto- 
matic dropsaw end trimmer. In this

The entire 
pine production of the mill is kiln 
dried. From the dry kilns the lum- 
ber is transferred to sorting chains 
through dry lumber storage sheds 
where all separations are made as 
to grade, length, width and thickness. 

Handling of the lumber from dry 
lumber storage sheds to the planing 
mill is effected with a Ross lift truck, 
where it is placed on gravity rolls 
to the new Wheland smooth double 
end trimmer to get those bright ends. 
This end-trimmer is a new unit pro- 
duced by Wheland, this being the 
first installation. The trimmer is 
equipped with Goodrich V-Belt 


drive, Simonds saws, and Dodge 
Timken roller bearings. From the 
trimmer the lumber is fed through 
a new Woods No. 412 planer and 
matcher installed just a year ago. 

All dressed lumber shipped from 
this mill in railroad cars is banded 
with Acme steel strapping to insure 
perfect condition of the lumber upon 
its arrival at destination.

RADIO EQUIPPED 
LOGGING LOCOMOTIVES 


For the past couple of years 
three radio-equipped 70-ton Whit- 
comb diesel-electric locomotives 
have been used in the Clearwater 
woods department operations of Pot- 
latch Forests, Inc 

Each of the locomotives is 
equipped with General Electric FM 
two-way radio, extensively contrib- 
uting to safety of the industrial 
woods operations. Such safety factor

These railroad radios are part of 
a complete two-way General Elec- 
tric system covering an area almost 
100 miles in diameter with the town 
of Headquarters in the center. Al- 


most constant communication can be 
maintained with a car traveling from 
Grangeville through Lewiston to 
Moscow. The system is most. used 
for logging and woods work at 
shorter distances. Besides the G. E. 
two-way radio equipment in the 
locomotives are a base station in dis- 
patcher’s office at Headquarters and 
three mobile transmitter-receiver 
units in pickup trucks used by key 
personnel. Extensions from the dis- 
patcher’s station connect the central 
base radio to the office of logging 
superintendent, shop, and phone 
These radio 
line extensions were found to be of 
distinct advantage, in conjunction

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SPOTLIGHT ON SOUTHERN OREGON 


NEW SAWMILLS AND NEW PROCESSING PLANTS SWELL PRODUCTION OF FOREST WEALTH TO NEW RECORD 
BREAKING LEVELS 


The manufacture of forest products in that por- 
tion of Southern Oregon lying west of the Cascade 
mountains and east of the Coast range—an area of 
some 7,000 square miles—is in process of stimulation. 
This industrial hypo, mainly in the form of new plants 
for further processing lumber beyond the rough green 
stage, will result in additional manufacturing in the 
area, with the increase in man hours predominating 
in further refining of wood products rather than in 
upping the total amount of boards to any great extent. 

Sawmilling in this Southern Oregon area, embracing 
nearly the whole of Josephine, Jackson and Douglas 
counties, has for several years been on the increase. 

In 1948 these three counties produced 1.58 billion 
board feet of lumber, with Douglas county holding dis- 
tinction of second largest producing county in the Doug- 
las fir region. During 1948’s peak employment period 
the forest products industries in the three counties were 
employing 14,405 persons. At that time Douglas county 
had 177 mills, Jackson 88, and Josephine 81. 

The progressive manufacturers installing such facili- 
ties as planers, resaws, dry kilns, and the supplemental 
equipment associated with such facilities, have made 
and will continue to make extensive capital investment 
over and above investments in sawmills for any or all 
of several reasons.

A major contributing factor is the freight rates from 
this area for shipment to California and Texas markets. 
Freight rate advantages available to Southern Oregon 
mills over Northern Oregon and Southern Washington 
mills is conservatively estimated at a spread of $2 to $3 
per M board feet. Hence lower grades could be econom- 
ically processed and marketed from the southern mills 
than could be handled without loss at more northerly 
plants. 

Other factors bearing on increased processing of for- 
est products at point of original manufacture include the 
present availability of manpower as result of terrific 
influx of people to Southern Oregon; development of 
improved and more efficient wood-processing machin- 
ery; and the price advantages resulting from finished 
products through the application of additional man 
hours. 

Here have collected not only operators who have 
carried on lumbering activities in this part of the coun- 
try for considerable length of time, but also those who 
have moved in from the north and from the southern 
states. The timber is not of the consistently lush quality 
such as in the past has characterized the Pacific North- 
west woods.

MODERN PRODUCTION DEVICES 
HIGHLIGHT NEW PLYWOOD PLANT 


The modern plant of South- 
ern Oregon Plywoods, Inc., which 
has been in production at Grants 
Pass, Oregon, since early last May, 
cut in additional manufacturing fa- 
cilities early this month (March) 
which are expected to increase out- 
put by 500,000 square feet a month. 
The increase of capacity was brought 
about by adding a second veneer 
dryer, a Coe 4-line, 8-section unit 
for drying core veneer coming from 
the plant’s core lathe. According to 
Carl Jacobson, manager, production 


capacity is expected to be raised 


from the former 3 million square 
feet on 


4” basis to 3.5 million feet 
per month. 

Peeler logs in the pond are cut to 
desired peeler block length with a 
Schnitzer & Wolf drag saw. These 
are hoisted from pond to mill by 
one of two Ederer bridge cranes in 
front end of the plant where the 
blocks are barked in a Crawford & 
Doherty barker and subsequently 
converted into face and core-stock 
veneer. The main lathe is a 10’ Coe 


Ederer cold press hydraulic unit at right. 
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machine, driven by Ajax steam en- 
gine, and the secondary lathe, a 66” 
Coe, salvages peeler cores for util- 
ization as core type veneer.

sioning saws with heat 


A few years ago I wrote on what 
I thought was the biggest forward 
step in the filing game in 25 years, 
namely saw-welding. A short time 
later there was an article by Andrew 
Ikerson, (I doubt if that was his 
name) in which he claimed he had 
a method of tensioning by which his 
saws would cut any type of log, big 
or little, hard or soft, frozen or not, 
without slowing down on saw speed 
or feed of the log. I wrote at the 
time and said that if Mr. Ikerson 
had what he claimed to have, that 


he was wasting his time in any one 
mill. That he should be getting a 
thousand dollars a month from the 


lumber association to show the rest 
of us punks how to do it. This 
brought a reply from Mr. Ikerson 
that he would like to prove his con- 
tention, but I have failed to see 
where he has done so. Also there 
were letters from other filers saying 
they would like to get in on that 
thousand dollars a month with their 
own method of tension, but to date 
have not seen where any one got a 
chance to prove what they could do 


Honest Opinions Benefit Filers 

Many years ago there was a fellow 
writing from the south in the Wood- 
worker and later was to write for 
the North American Filer whose 
articles contained more barn-yard- 
salve than any I know of. (I don't 
remember of him writing for the 
W.C.L.) Among other things he 
stated he had made thousands of 
brazes with a certain brand of braz- 
ing flux and never missed a braze

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Also in another article he told of 
his method of looking for cracks and 
stated he never had a crack because 
of his method of tensioning and the 
care he took of his saws. Well, any 
filer who has made thousands of 
brazes and never had a crack in his 
saws is sure some master of the 
game. These two just don’t add up 
This kind of stuff may make good 
reading for some fellows but to us 
filers who know the game it just 
don’t make sense. This kind of writ- 
ing has not added anything to the 
prestige of the filers, and (if any- 
thing) has detracted from the con- 
fidence we have tried to maintain 
with our employers. We have had 
articles in the past that were really 
constructive. Articles that expressed 
the honest opinion of the writer and 
which were of real benefit to other 
filers. For my part I would like to 
see more of them 


Big Change in Filing Room Practice 
We know there has been a big 
change in filing room practice in 
the past 40 years and I believe it 
has all been along the line of im- 
provement. I can remember back in 
1907-08 when working in a mill in 
Raymond, Washington, we had saws 
16” wide, 12 gauge put up very stiff 


and with a tooth 3” space and one 


inch deep with a high back, a very 
heavy tooth. (I have one of these 
teeth in my collection and am en- 
closing tracing of the same together 
with tracing of tooth in use at the 
present time.) These saws never did 
make good lumber with the logs butt 
end ahead, but would weave around 
until they finally got straightened up 
then finish the cut straight. In plain 
English this was old fashioned bull- 
heading which any old timer can 
testify to. The filer was considered 
one of the best men in the game at 
that time and his bench work was 
just about perfect, yet his saws 
never seemed to make good lumber. 
Just why I may try to explain later. 

About 1909 and 1910 while work- 
ing in a mill in the northern part of 
Washington I saw the same trouble, 
only in this case the filer had so 
much tension in his saws you could 
level them only by having stretcher 
pulleys on the bench, and they 
would rattle and bang through the 
grinder, hitting one tooth and miss- 
ing the next. These saws were run 
about 24” off the wheels from the 
throats of the teeth to keep them 
from crowding back, the teeth had a 
one inch deep throat and the way 
they used to wallow around in a big 
log was something to see. I fell heir 
to this job in the fall of 1910 and 
later was able to overcome some of 
this trouble. However, I did a lot of 
filing in my sleep before I was able 
to improve it much

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Gradual Improvement 

Through the years there has been 
a gradual improvement. Improve- 
ment not only in the care of saws 
but in the saw steel itself. We filers 
cannot claim all the credit. The 
saw manufacturers have continually 
strived to improve the quality of 
their saw steel, to give us a saw that 
would stand up under heavier feed, 
hold its tension longer, have less 
trouble with corners breaking off, 
less trouble with brazes, (thanks to 
welding) and much better edge- 
holding qualities. 

The band mill manufacturers are 
also entitled to much credit. The 
mills are heavier, better balanced, 
more convenient adjustments, and 
a much improved straining device. 
May I mention one make of band 
mill without prejudice to any other. 
Type A. B. and C. Type B was a 
big improvement over type A and 
type C was just out of this world 
when they came out with the en- 
closed straining device. I know this 
from experience, having put in 22 
years with a type C 

There has been some improvement 
in carriages, along the lines of build- 
ing them heavier, some of all steel 
construction, and with mechanical 
dogs, either air or electric, but not 
much else except in carriage drives 
Doing away with the offsets and 
using sliver tooth saws has been a 
headache to many a filer, and a big 
help to an incompetent millwright 
With a millwright who knows his 
stuff and a good offset, if the saws 
are right you don’t need to worry 
about the lumber 

What has become of all the old- 
timers. Some of them have (no 
doubt) gone to their reward. There 
may be a few of them left. Maybe 
the editor of The LUMBERMAN 
could inform us of the whereabouts 
of some of them. At least I for one 
would like to know

Based upon the results of their 
observations, they contracted with 
the United States Wallboard Ma- 
chinery Co. to furnish all the ma- 
chinery that would be required to 
modernize their existing mill at 
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Kymi, and stipulated that the proc- 
ess was to be complete, automatic 
and in accordance with the latest 
American design and improvements. 


In the manufacturing process, the 
pulp is made and screened by con- 
ventional accepted methods. After 
a small quantity of a water-proofing 
agent and oxidizing oil has been 
added, the pulp is delivered to the 
forming machines which are of the 
cylinder type as used by the Insul- 
ite Co. in the United States. After 
the wet mat has been formed on 
these cylinders, it passes through a 
Downington Press Section which was 
especially designed for this installa- 
tion. This particular press has four 
pairs of press rolls, and is equipped 
with pneumatic pressure controllers 
on the rolls 

Following the Press Section, the 
mat is cut into lengths by the Coe 
Manufacturing Co.’s automatic wet 
saw and from there, passes into the 
dryer. The dryer is the standard 
Coe Manufacturing Co.’s insulating 
board dryer and is complete with 
automatic tipple, air re-circulating 
system and has completely auto- 
matic temperature and 


controls 


humidity 
The dryer has a rated ca- 
pacity of 150,000 square feet per day 
of 44” thick insulating board.

The Hardboard Process 


When hardboard is being made, 
the boards as they come from the 
re-saws are delivered by a roller 
conveyor to the hardboard section 
At this point, the boards are stacked 
ten deep on a feed table and are 
then automatically fed into the high 
frequency dielectric heater of 125 
KW capacity, which is made by the 
Girdler Corp. of Louisville, Ky. The 
dielectric heater pre-heats the en- 
tire stack of boards in approximate- 
ly 2% minutes, bringing the tem- 
perature up to the correct degree for 
feeding into the hardboard press 

The stack of pre-heated boards 
is removed from the dielectric heater 
by means of equipment that was es- 
pecially designed for this purpose 
by the United States Wallboard Ma- 
chinery Co. To feed the boards au- 
matically, one at a time, into the 
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press charger, it was necessary to 
design a novel single board feeder 
table. This table can probably be 
best described by likening it to an 
automatic record changer, since its 
function is much the same. The 
feeder receives the stack of ten 
boards from the heater and then au- 
tomatically allows one board to drop 
from the bottom of the stack and be 
conveyed into the charger. The op- 
eration of the single board feeder 
table is electrically interlocked with 
the operation of the press charger 
and with the dielectric heater itself. 

The Hardboard Press is manufac- 
tured by the R. D. Wood Co. of 
Philadelphia, Pa., and is designed 
for pressing sheets 4 ft. wide and up 
to a maximum of 9 ft. long. The 
Press has ten openings and was de- 
signed to complete the feeding, 
pressing and discharge cycle within 
three minutes 


Based on a three minute cycle, 
the press has a capacity to produce 
175,000 square feet of hardboard per 
day. Although the minute 
cycle used as a basis of design, ac- 


three 


tual results in factories using this 
type of dry pressing process have 
shown that the cycle is closer to 24% 
minutes, a fact which would give 
the press an even higher capacity. 

The operation of the press is com- 
pletely automatic and all controls 
are interlocked with the press 
charging apparatus and the press 
unloading apparatus. 


Carrying the principle of auto- 
matic operation still further, the 
boards that have been automatically 
unloaded from the press are fed to 
a conveying table where automatic 
relays trip and up-end the boards 
and place them in buggy racks for 
delivery to the humidifier. 

The whole hardboard pressing op- 
eration from the time the boards 
are delivered to the dielectric heater 
feeder and until they are placed in 
the buggy racks is completely auto- 
matic

GENERAL MOTORS ‘ 
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RADIO-TELEPHONE USERS IN 


BC LOGGING INDUSTRY 


Logging camps in British Co- 
lumbia were among the first to 
install radio-telephone facilities. It 
was a natural development in view 
of the comparative isolation of so 
many of the logging operations in 
the province. The radio telephone 
was accepted as a blessing in the 
woods and at head offices which had 
previously been often handicapped 
by delay in communications. Many 
an operator who has grown accus- 
tomed to radio service during the 
past few years often wonders how 
he managed to get along without it. 

The LUMBERMAN publishes with 
this article the first list of radio- 
telephone installations in the British 
Columbia logging industry to be 
compiled, based on the records of 
the Department of Transport of the 
Canadian government and the 
North-West Telephone Co., an asso- 
ciate of the British Columbia Tele- 
phone Co. Between these two agen- 
cies practically all the logging tele- 
phones are covered 

The North-West Telephone Co 
has operated receiving and trans- 
mitting terminals in Vancouver since 
1931 for the purpose of handling 
messages from isolated logging 
other outlying settle- 
From a meager two or three 


camps and 
ments 
stations 20 years ago this system has 
developed to a point where at the 
present time a total of 191 such sta- 


tions is now operated by the com- 


pany, of which 96 are logging camps 


and booming grounds associated 
with these camps 

By bringing communication to 
these remote points the radio-tele- 
phone has enabled the owners to co- 
ordinate the combined 
camp and head office, the latter 
being usually located in Vancouver 
Prac- 


tically all of these camps have daily 


or some other larger center 


calls on a set scheduled hour to their 
head office, at which time they are 
able to discuss the day’s operations 
their requirements in the way of 
equipment, supplies, etc., and they 
are able to keep towing companies 
advised as to when they will have 
logs boomed up and ready for tow- 
ing to the mills 

In addition to this, the radio appa- 
ratus has added a greater degree of 
safety in case of accidents, illness, 
Aid can be 


summoned instantly and planes dis- 


and other emergencies 


patched if necessary to remove those

injured or ill. Communication has 
advanced to a stage where many of 
these planes are able to contact the 
logging camps direct, getting their 
instructions from the camp as to 
where and how to land. 


British Columbia 
truck logging operators are making 
effective use of radio-telephones in- 
stalled in superintendents’ and su- 
pervisors’ cars. Typical of this is the 
Northwest Bay Logging Co.’s oper- 
ation on the east coast of Vancouver 
Island, 26 miles north of Vancouver, 
which was described in a previous 
issue of The LUMBERMAN. This 
company has a total of 16 units 
equipped with mobile radio-tele- 
phones and employs a full day-time 
dispatcher 


Throughout 


The dispatcher goes on duty when 
the camp opens in the morning and 
remains there until closing time late 
in the afternoon. One of the out- 
standing features of this particular 
system is that should any one of the 
units wish to place a call beyond the 
camp to any desired telephone, the 
operator is merely advised to throw 
a switch and the call then appears 
on the telephone switchboard at 
Parksville, a community near the 
Northwest Bay Logging Co.’s camp 
which is linked up with the general 
telephone system. From then on 
the call is handled like any other 
commercial mobile radio-telephone 
call. 

This has proven extremely advan- 
tageous with respect to breakdowns 
of large pieces of costly equipment 
located possibly ten or twelve miles 
from the camp's headquarters a@d 
avoids the necessity of having to 
return to the camp to call to the 
manufacturer for replacements. 

With mobile telephones in the su- 
perintendents’ and supervisors’ cars, 
it is possible to stand beside the 
broken equipment and place orders 
or discuss the breakage with the 
manufacturer or distributor’s me- 
chanical staff direct 

This radio-telephone equipment 
has been of special value during the 
fire season, when through its use, 
camp personnel are able to be alert- 
ed in case of an outbreak, organized 
and co-ordinated over a wide area, 
and arrangements are speedily made 
for the delivery of pumps and other 
fire-fighting equipment with a min- 
imum of delay 
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Small portable mobile sets are 
now being utilized by timber cruis- 
ers surveying in extremely isolated 
areas.

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Building Plant in South 
To Make New Wood 
Panel 


A revolutionary new process for 
making low-cost multi-purpose 
three-ply wood panels from wood- 
waste, a process already proved 
commercially successful in lumber- 
scarce Europe, has been acquired by 
United States Plywood Corporation, 
according to Lawrence Ottinger, 
president 

These panels, having many of the 
properties of plywood, will be pro- 
duced first at a new plant to be 
erected by the plywood company at 
Orangeburg, S. C., and later at plants 
in all sections of the country, as 
result of an agreement just conclud- 
ed in New York with Fred Fahrni, 
Swiss engineer. The first plant, with 
an initial capacity of 40 to 50 million 
feet a year, on a *%s-inch basis, is 
scheduled to be in operation by the 
end of the year 

Under this agreement, involving 
an initial investment of approxi- 
mately $2,000,000, United States Ply- 
wood Corporation will have the ex- 
clusive rights in the United States 
and Canada to this product, known 
in Europe as Novopan. It will be

produced from shavings and chips, 
customarily useless except as fuel, 
in specially designed equipment, 
some of which will be made here 
and others imported from Switzer- 
land. Mr. Ottinger said: “We have 
scoured the entire field of products 
made of wood waste, and this is by 
far the best material from the stand- 
point of its physical characteristics 
and appearance. Its use is indicated 
for furniure manufacturers, decora- 
tive panels, doors, as a base for high 
pressure laminates and, faced with 
oak, as a flooring and as an inex- 
pensive core for thick plywood.”

in total disabling injuries, the num- 
ber of fatal accidents in the lumber 
industry was only slightly below 
1948. A marked decrease in deaths 
in logging was largely offset by in- 
creases in sawmills and in planing 
and plywood mills as_ follows: 
Logging—1948, 50; 1949, 40. Saw- 
mills—1948, 17; 1949, 23. Planing 
and plywood mills—1948, 0; 1949, 2. 

In the most frequent type of ac- 
cident the employee was “struck by” 
some object. About one-third of the 
total was in this classification. Falls 
were in second place, accounting for 
more than one-fifth of all accidents 
in the lumber industry. 

Reflecting concentration of the 
lumber industry in the northern 
part of the state, 15 counties in 
Northern California accounted for 
80%. of all lost time accidents in 
1949. Nearly half of the accidents 
in the state occurred in four of 
these counties, as follows: Hum- 
boldt, 1,374; Mendocino, 676; Siski- 
you, 401; and Shasta, 307

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This may go against the grain of many truck operators 
as there is a strong belief that large trucks are made for 
the long hauls. In this case, however, this is not true 
as the figures show. 

Many times loggers have wondered if the amount of 
timber involved in any particular operation is enough 
to justify the initial cash outlay required for large or 
medium trucks. Using the example given previously 
a method of solving this problem can be illustrated 
quite simply. Substituting in the “break-even” formula 
these conclusions are reached.

tive value of the denominator. The reason for this is 
quite obvious. At this distance, ten miles, and the cir- 
cumstances that have been set up heavy trucks cannot 
compete with medium trucks. This in effect nullifies 
the second case, and the final conclusion is that under 
26.1 million feet use light trucks, over that volume use 
medium trucks. Heavy trucks have no place in this 
situation. Figure 1 shows this clearly 

There are literally hundreds of situations like the 
above that can be solved by the use of an hourly ma- 
chine rate and the break-even formula. It is not limited 
to truck transportation, but can be applied to all phases 
of logging, from skidding to road construction. In the 
majority of cases it will be experience that will make 
the final decision. It might be contended, that in the 
case given above, that is exactly what an experienced 
operator would have done in any event. This may be 
true; but, if so it will be because experience has told 
him what the break-even formula has shown to be a 
fact, and presumably even the most experienced oper- 
ator will welcome a method of confirming his judgment 
in borderline cases.

The Diamond Match Com- 
pany recently added six big, new, 
Model W-6564-OH International 
Western trucks to its fleet for haul- 
ing logs from one of its extensive 
timber properties in northern Cali- 
fornia, east of Chico.

Fol- 
lowing are some of the rules laid 
down on logging truck operation: 

Trucks shall not be moved from shop 
area without first consulting Call Board 
or the truck foreman 

Prior to starting out in the morning, 
drivers must check tires, water, oil 
pressure, air pressure, binder chains, 
trailer reach, bunks, and binder or safe- 
ty chain or trailer during motor warm- 
up period, and make certain that there 
is a fire extinguisher and report forms 
in the cab 

Rear view mirrors and windshields 
must be kept clean and properly ad- 
justed 

On any new roads check with the 
truck foreman as to where water should 
be turned on brakes 

Driver must use his own judgment as 
to a safe traveling speed but in no case 
will travel in excess of 25 mph 

Drivers shall be constantly on the alert 
for traffic approaching from the rear as 
well as oncoming traffic and road mainte- 
nance equipment

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Where it is necessary for trucks to back 
into the place of loading, they shall do 
so only upon the signal of the loader 
who shall remain in sight of the driver 
until the truck is spotted 

Driver will sound horn when backing 
into blind landing. 

It shall be the responsibility of the 
driver to couple air hoses and attach 
safety chain as soon as trailer has been 
hooked on. 

Driver shall make certain that bunks 
are locked prior to loading and that 
bunks are unlocked before starting out 
with load 

Driver shall remain in the cab and 
take orders from the loader while the 
loading is in progress 

A brake test shall be made before 
starting with any load 

When load is completed driver should 
check load for balance after he has 
placed and tightened binder chains. 

At least two binder chains will be 
placed around every load 

A “gut wrapper’ will be placed ove1 
the third row of logs on loads over three 
logs high and two additional binder 
chains will be placed over the top. 

When tightening binders, driver should 
pull from a position under the load in 
such a manner as to be protected if a 
loose log should roll or the binder snap 
back 

Loaded trucks will keep to the bank 
side of the road and have the right-of- 
way over empty trucks but shall not 
carry this precedence so far as to take 
advantage of empties 

While traveling loaded, drivers shall 
check for shifting logs and shall observe 
binder chains at frequent intervals to 
see that they are tight 

Drivers should not make it a practice 
to stand on the running board and drive 
the truck. If it is necessary to check a 
load that cannot be seen from rear view 
mirror, driver should stop in a safe place 
if possible and examine the load 

Riding on any part of a logging truck 
except in the cab, is prohibited 

Trucks shall not follow each other 
closer than 150 feet except on signal to 
pass from leading truck 

Passing will be permitted only when 
excessive load or mechanical difficulty 
causes slow movement of leading truck 
and then only on signal from driver of 
leading truck who will be responsible 
for selecting a clear, safe, area in which 
to allow the other truck to pass 

Should a breakdown make passing im- 
possible and visibility of oncoming trucks 
is limited, driver should flag oncoming 
traffic approaching from most hazardous 
direction 

When parking any truck, leave it in 
low gear and set the emergency brake 

Binder chains shall not be loosened at 
the unloading dock until unloading sling 
has been placed and tightened around 
the load 

At the unloading dock, drivers shall fill 
brake water tank, wash bark off bunks 
and if necessary, wash windshield and 
fill radiator, but shall only wash off the 
rest of the truck after the last trip and 
then only if it is going in for shop serv- 
ice

Speaking for the USFS, K. A. 
Klehm, supervisor Couer d'Alene

Ed Woozley, state land commis- 
sioner for Idaho, also believed that 
road development was necessary.

Sawmill and Marketing Problems 

J. L. Hickey, Deer Park Pine In- 
dustries, said sawing of associated 
species lead to difficulties not en- 
countered in the sawing of pine. He 


said waste from some of these spe- 
cies causes trouble in the powel!l 
plants. He said filers report more 
dirt and rocks in such logs which 
cause more saw trouble. Also there 
is more waste to handle. However, 
he concluded by saying “I believe 
we have a very fine product in as- 
sociated species if they are manu- 
factured and seasoned properly.” 
Mr. Hickey was of the firm opin- 
ion that it would pay all producers 
of associated species to study the 
possibility of log sorting in the log 
pond by species and length in ad- 
vance of the headrig. To success- 
fully sort logs in the pond it is 
necessary to have plenty of water 
and convenient

Remanufacturing Possibilities 
“Remanufacturing problems arose 
as soon as mills stopped shipping 
rough lumber,” said Everett 
Ellis, professor of forestry at the 
University of Idaho. Most problems 


green 
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in this phase of the utilization pic- 
ture arise from somewhere down 
the line, he felt, with drying per- 
haps uppermost. In planing, cupped 
boards will cause much roller-split 
damage. One plant in this region 
steams its pine lumber before put- 
ting it through the planer. This 
might also be applied to associated 
species. The same plant sends boards 
through planer and matcher so the 
pattern is cut in the sap side. 

Hal Dixon, prominent Spokane 
lumberman, said he was interested 
in one thing, profit. Without it, he 
could not discharge his responsibil- 
ity to his stockholders. He said, “I 
am an advocate of ‘refining,’ to the 
nth degree.” He saw unlimited mar- 
ket potentials in refining the asso-

Discussing the marketing prob- 
lems of associated species, A. W 
Crawford, Ohio Match Co., Couer 
d'Alene, Ida., said manufacturers 
must get over the idea of thinking 
and treating the associated species 
as inferior. He said the true merits 
of the woods must be exploited. In 
conclusion he said, “While there are 
several approaches in establishing 
their worth, in the final analysis 
they aren't worth one cent more 
than you can get for them. Our job, 
then, albeit a problem as well, is 
so to enhance their value, actually 
and in the mind of the consumer, 
that their worth will be at least 
something above cost.” 


Distribution Problems 

Albert B. Stamper, president, In- 
terstate Wholesale, Inc., Fort Madi- 
son, Iowa, said that the mills should 
work among city planning commis- 
sions, engineers, architects, building 
inspectors, and retailers, explaining 
why these species make good lum- 
ber. Such work, he said, will break 
down sales resistance 

H. F. Stewart, Pack River Sales 
Co., presented a detailed analysis of 
the species by grades and conclud- 
ed with the following suggestions: 
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“Perhaps one of the big difficulties 
in the retailing of associated species 
is the fact that there is difficulty in 
obtaining certain species at all times 
of the year. 

“Generally speaking, fir and larch 
are always available but such is not 
the case with white fir, hemlock, 
cedar and Engelmann spruce. 

“Develop a better understanding 
and relationship between the pro- 
ducer and retailer. 

“See to it that all stocks shipped 
conform to Association standards 
and grades. 

“Start something in the way of 
additional promotional work to help 
the retailer create consumer demand 
and eliminate customer resistance.” 

There were a lot of good papers 
delivered.

Record Tree Spraying 
Program 


The largest insect control pro- 
gram ever attempted by the Oregon 
State Board of Forestry will begin 
in May, according to George Spaur, 
Oregon state forester. At that time 
start will be made on an aerial proj- 
ect of spraying a half-million acres 
of spruce budworm infested forest 
lands with about 500,000 gallons of 
potent Penco DDT solution. This in- 
secticide, formulated and mixed at 
Penn Salt’s Portland plant, uses sol- 
vent-fuel oil as carrying solution for 
one pound of technical DDT per 
gallon of solution. 

The first application in the state 
project will take place in the 
Wheeler county infested area near 
Kinzua, where 160-180 thousand 
acres of threatened timber lands 
will be sprayed with the chemical 

John B. Woods, Jr., assistant state 
forester, in charge of the extensive 
spraying operation, has announced 
that bids for aircraft rental and use 
will be awarded according to the 
following time schedule: 

Kinzua unit, April 17, or 16 sin- 
gle engine 450 h.p. and 4 single en- 
gine 300 h.p. (for stand-by use) 
planes; Ukiah unit of 130,000 acres, 
April 24, 12 single engine 450 h.p. 
and 3 single engine 300 h.p. (for 
stand-by); LaGrande unit of 100,000 
acres, May 1, 8 single engine 450 
h.p. and 2 single engine 300 h.p 
(stand-by) planes; Enterprise unit 
of 85,000 acres, May 8, 1 multimotor, 
capable of carrying 1,000 gallons of 
spray and 1 single engine 450 h.p 
plane for stand-by use 

Besides the above treatment areas, 
a 15,000 acre infested area in Spring- 
field-Roseburg region will be 
sprayed with DDT in between the 
larger projects. This will require 
two aircraft. 

The insecticide will be applied at 
rate of one gallon per acre in the 
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form of mist. Dispensing airplanes 
are required to fly at height of 75 
to 150 feet above tree-top level 
when distributing the solution. 
Weather conditions are vital factors 
in this type of application, as the 
air must be calm and clear when the 
spray is applied. If the wind ve- 
locity exceeds six miles per hour, or 
rain or other atmospheric conditions 
disturb the air, spraying must be 
halted. 


Association is Host to 
Press and Radio 


For the second time in a year the 
West Coast Lumbermen’s Associa- 
tion was host recently to top men of 
the news channels at a luncheon. At 
the first meeting H. V. Simpson, 
Executive Vice President of the As- 
sociation, told the inspiring story of 
the success of the industry’s West 
Coast Woods consumer advertising 
program, particularly in the moving 
of economy lumber grades. On the 
second occasion the problem faced 
by the Douglas fir lumber producers 
in the imports of British Columbia 
lumber in the Atlantic Coast mar- 
kets was the main topic. 

Mr. Simpson was also speaker at 
a luncheon of the Seattle Advertis- 
ing and Sales Club. There he again 
told the story of the Association’s 
consumer advertising program and 
outlined plans for the year ahead. 
He laid strong emphasis on the bene- 
fits this nation-wide promotion had 
brought to the region, for small mills 
and logging shows as well as large 
ones, and for all business, labor and 
agricultural interests, and for for- 
estry, in selling grades that were 
formerly sawmill and logging left- 
overs. He pointed out that, despite 
a 1949 decline in national lumber 
production, West Coast region lum- 
ber sales and production for the year 
exceeded 1948's. 


Gilmour Visits B. C. 


John D. Gilmour, consulting for- 
ester of Montreal, formerly chief 
forester for H. R. MacMillan Export 
Co., was guest speaker at a meet- 
ing of the Vancouver section, Ca- 
nadian Society of Forest Engineers. 
Mr. Gilmour, who spoke on the ef- 
fect of the tenure and taxation poli- 
cies on forest management in Que- 
bec as influenced by taxation and 
royalty, was introduced by Prof 
Lowell Besley, head of the forestry 
department, University of British 
Columbia. L. R. Andrews, excutive 
vice-president of B. C. Lumber 
Manufacturers Association, spoke on 
the effect of federal income tax pol- 
icies on forestry 
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Mills Not Interested in 
Big U. K. Inquiry 

Pacific Northwest sawmills were 
apparently too busy with domestic 
orders to show much interest in the 
United Kingdom's offer to purchase 
135,000,000 board feet of lumber for 
delivery by June 30. 

Consequently there were so few 
bids that the British Timber Control 
decided to make another offer with a 
later delivery date stipulated. Under 
the new program the lumber will be 
sought for delivery between May 
and September 30, and the British 
buyers hope that by then they will 
receive a fairly representative group 
of tenders. The original order, it was 
estimated, would have represented 
about $10,000,000. 

With so much business offering in 
Canada and the United States, Brit- 
ish Columbia mills would have been 
able to take only a small portion of 
the original order that called for 
delivery by June 30. They might 
have sought one-third, and presum- 
ably the balance would have gone 
to the United States, although 
American mills were similarly pre- 
occupied with domestic orders. 

In the last order placed for lum- 
ber by the United Kingdom which 
was handled by Northwest mills, 
British Columbia received about 85 
percent of the business. 


Timber Appraisal 

Principal speaker at the Sacra- 
mento Forest Forum, in Sacramento 
on March 10, was George Schmutz, 


consulting appraisal expert, who 
discussed a particular procedure 
evolved in evaluating the Butano 
tract, comprising 5000 acres of red- 
wood timberland in Santa Cruz and 
San Mateo counties, proposed for 
acquisition by the State of Califor- 
nia Division of Parks and Beaches. 
The method involves the “compara- 
tive” approach in contrast to either 
“cost” or “capitalization” analyses. 


Hammond's Board 
Chairman Dies

Unit Package Drying 

A field trip to the Wilson River 
Lumber Co. dry kilns in Portland, 
Ore., and a discussion of unit-pack- 
age drying highlighted the 66th 
meeting of the West Coast Dry Kiln 


Club in Portland. A luncheon was 
held at the Mallory Hotel, following 
the field trip, presided over by Pres- 
ident Mitchell Slyter, of the Wilson 
River Lumber Company. 

Lief Espensas, staff member of the 
Oregon Forest Products Laboratory 
at Corvallis, presented a paper on 
“Unit Package Lumber Piling and 
Circulation in the Dry Kiln.” He 
pointed out the effect of void spaces 
on circulation and the use of baffles 
to block off void spaces. He also 
covered the effect on circulation of 
the distance from the pile to the 
side of the kiln, non-uniform edges 
in the pile and piling packages out 
of line. Copies of this paper may be 
had by contacting Mr. Espensas. 

Joe Steel, of Moore Dry Kiln 
Company, North Portland, spoke on 
unit package piling and outlined the 
history of methods of piling lumber 
in the past and reasons for improve- 
ments. The advent of the lift truck 
was responsible for development of 
unit packaging. Advantages of unit 
packaging, he said, are flexibility of 
operations and low handling costs. 
Disadvantages include heavy break- 
age, damage of lumber by forks and 
losing end stickers. 

Problems of unit packaging, he 
pointed out, include sorting for 
length, stickering and getting uni-

form circulation across the load. 
Unit packages are difficult to baffle, 
he said, particularly in side-loading 
kilns. The space between the loads 
for inserting lift forks should be 
blocked off. Cost of stacking for 
unit packages is more than when 
mechanical stackers are used. 

A spirited discussion period fol- 
lowed the two formal presentations. 
Some operators offered solutions to 
the problem of partial air-drying fir 
before kiln drying. Steel said in 
drying shingles they could be started 
at 120° dry bulb and increased to 170 
in 2 or 3 days with low humidities. 

At the business meeting, President 
Slyter announced that J. D. Fritz- 
inger had asked to be relieved of 
his duties as secretary, due to illness. 
Lloyd Quinn, Oregon-American 
Lumber Corporation, was named to 
succeed him.

SOME PROBLEMS OF THE 
HEAVY DUTY MECHANIC 


THE LUMBERMAN—The only axe I 
have to grind is that of the interest of a 
good doctor in his patients. I am a doc- 
tor of logging and construction equip- 
ment 

The costly abuse and neglect of this 
equipment by inexperienced management 
has presented a challenge to me for 
nearly as many years as I have been a 
mechanic. That challenge has been to 
produce a method of correcting the con- 
ditions that result in the costly loss, in 
repair and maintenance of equipment. 

I firmly believe I know the methods. I 
believe that proper “know-how” can re- 
sult in a very substantial savings to the 
operators who might employ these meth- 
ods 

May I call to your attention these facts 
without mentioning any employees, em- 
ployers or operations as there are no 
individuals substantially at fault.

However, all is not management. We 
must look to our sources of mechanical 
skill to find another costly item in the 
repair of equipment 

The only school there is for qualified 
heavy duty mechanics is that of expe- 
rience. We are called upon to do back- 
breaking, brainwracking work so covered 
with grease and mud, in weather condi- 
tions beyond reason, and at only a mod- 
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erate pay scale, which all results in only 
the most rugged men staying in the game 
These you will find constantly shifting 
around trying to get into the few better 
shops there are in the area or where the 
most overtime is available. This constant 
change in mechanics is expensive. Sev- 
eral men may be hired and fired before 
one is found who fits in or is qualified 
Lack of incentive and low pay scale re- 
sults in the best qualified men leaving 
the industry for better paying construc- 
tion or maintenance jobs 

Perhaps the most expensive item of the 
past program has been the complete lack 
of plan in the purchase of equipment. 


Very few operations have made any at- 
tempt at standardization of equipment. 
Stocking parts rooms must give a pur- 
chasing agent a headache indeed. 

An overall plan is needed to standard- 
ize all types of donkeys, shovels, trac- 
tors, trucks and auxiliary machines 
Stocking of spare motors would then 
make it possible to put machines back 
into production with a minimum loss of 
time and repair cost. On the job high- 
ball repair of needed equipment results 
in costly mistakes and slighting of proper 
work and cleanliness. Every shop should 
anticipate and be prepared for every 
breakdown. 

To remedy this condition, save you 
money and properly take care of my pa- 
tients, I submit the following sugges- 
tions, admitting that I am not an effi- 
ciency expert. I have merely observed 
the mistakes I and others have made

1. If I tried to remember all the motor 
data for all the motors I have been re- 
quired to work on I would be nuts. If I 
had all the parts books and manuals for 
these machines I'd need a big truck. 

STANDARDIZATION OF EQUIPMENT

2. SERVICE MANUALS AND PARTS 
BOOKS for all machines should be read- 
ily available to all mechanics. If it’s easy 
to look up he will check. If data are not 
available the mechanic will guess 

3. PROPER TOOLS save you time, 
money and get the job done right the 
first time. ‘A mechanic is required to 
furr‘sh only hand tools, not a machine 
shop.) Facilitate mechanics purchase of 
too 

4. PARTS SUPPLY. If a mechanic 
asks for a part the machine needs it. It’s 
cheaper to replace it the first time. It's 


cheaper to have the parts readily avail- 
able than to tie up a needed machine. 

5. PERSONNELS. Even the most cas- 
ual observation will prove that the pres- 
ent supply and ability of the heavy duty 
mechanic is inadequate. A far reaching 
program should be inaugurated. What 
can be done to bring high caliber men 
into this field of work? 

Some firms employ an apprenticeship 
system but unfortunately this falls short 
of its intent because of the variations in 
heavy duty mechanics’ pay scale and lack 
of incentive or advancement. It is my 
belief employers can retain good men by 
taking advantage of a system employed 
by the armed services and the postal de- 
partment of the government. 

This system is that of longevity pay 
which amounts to a yearly automatic pay 
increase. This, with a program of clean, 
well-lighted, well equipped shops and 
shop trucks certainly could be a step to-

Another step toward planned mechan- 
ical efficiency could be the inauguration 
and coordination of planning of equip- 
ment by means of exchange of ideas and 
experience by the master mechanics of 
the operations in the area. This overall 
exchange of ideas and planning can eas- 
ily be supplemented to include the co- 
operation of manufacturers in developing 
changes in design to meet the particular 
needs of the logging industry. 

Gentlemen, this could not have been 
written if existing conditions were not 
as presented and worse. A little plan- 
ning can save you money. A developed 
system of coordination, cooperation and 
standardization with development of 
skilled and satisfied mechanics can sim- 
plify the work of many superintendents, 
and eliminate a lot of headaches and 
high cost to you

New System Cuts Cost 
(Concluded from Page 76) 
strips are laid crosswise of the car 
at that end of the car which is to 
be loaded first. Then one carriage 
is placed on each riding strip. After 
4” wooden cross strips are placed in 
position to receive the loads from 
the lift truck, the load is placed on 
the carriages—the carriages having 
been readied by locking the hinged 
supports in upright position. Lift- 
truck forks are then withdrawn 

from under the load. 

Weight of the lumber on the car- 
riages effectively bind the load and 
carriages into a mobile unit and the 
whole load, riding on the wheel- 
mounted carriers, can be rolled to 
back side of the car. After it is 
against the upright car stakes, the 
locking handles on carriages are 
pulled down to release the hinged 
support bars. When these swing 
from vertical to horizontal position, 
the lumber drops onto the 4” cross 
strips, thus leaving the carriages 
free. They are pulled out, by hand, 
followed by removal of riding plates, 
and placed in position at opposite 
end of the car for loading another 
backload. 

After the deck backloads are in 
place, the same process is repeated 
for loading the second tier of lum- 
ber packages. This time the riding 
strips and cross strips are placed on 
top of lumber already in place.

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Vapor Lumber Drying 

The so-called vapor-drying meth- 
od of seasoning lumber was dis- 
cussed at a recent meeting at Luf- 
kin, Texas, of the Texas Dry Kiln 
Club. This method was explained 
and demonstrated by M. S. Hudson 
and W. E. Gadd, Vapor-Drying Di- 
vision, Taylor-Colquitt Co., Spar- 
tanburg, South Carolina. 

Mr. Hudson had a glass-working 
model of a vapor drying plant. Us- 
ing a fire-extinguishing solvent, 
perchloroethylene, for safety rea- 
sons in the hotel, a small piece of 
green southern pine was dried in 
about an hour’s time during Mr. 


Hudson’s explanation of the process. 
He explained that a number of dif- 
ferent solvents, including perchloro- 
ethylene, may be used. 

Mr. Hudson pointed out that 
stress-free southern yellow pine had 
been dried in their pilot plant in 
about nine hours (4/4 lumber) to 
eighteen hours (12/4 lumber). He 
pointed out the advantages of va- 
por-drying: (1) much more rapid 
drying, (2) less end-splitting, (3) 
better paintability. 


In vapor-drying southern pine, 
about 11 to 12 pounds of oleoresin 
is recovered per thousand board 
feet of 12/4; about 16 to 20 pounds
